Miss  Tena  Bishop,  nev/ly  appointed  national  leader  of  4-H  programs  in  home 
economics  and  health,  brings  wide  and  varied  experience  to  her  position  on 
the  4-H  staff  in  the  U,  S,  Department  of  Agriculture, 

Starting  as  a 4-H  member,  she  progressed  to  volunteer  local  club  leader  - 
and  directed  three  clubs  while  teaching  high  school  home  economics  in  Ayer, 
I'-dassachusetts . Successively  later  in  Massachusetts,  she  was  County  4-H 
Club  leader  and  Assistant  State  4-H  Club  leader.  Now  she  comes  to  the 
Federal  Extension  Service  in  Washington,  D,  C,  with  valuable  knowledge  of 
4-H  clubs  from  every  angle. 

During  the  past  22  years,  kliss  Bishop  served  in  a variety  of  capacities  as 
a member  of  the  I'fo.ssachusetts  State  4-H  Club  staff.  She  worked  in  all  fields 
of  organization  and  subject  matter,  coordinating  4-H  programs  in  home 
economics  - including  foods  and  nutrition,  clothing,  home  improvement,  and 
child  care.
